The beef bopm -which took place in 


San Fraiiuisco and the East some time 
ago continues, and some apprehension 
is felt, says the E^rekn Sentinel, that 
the drain of cattle from this Stats, which 
has been quite extensive daring th» 
year will affect the local markets, 
Tbe 


San Friifioisoa papers state that within 
the past week choice ants have retailed 
from 20 to 25 cents per pound, which 
heretofore were wont to pats out of the 
butchers' hands at 15 to 20 cents. In 
an interview with local butchers daring 
tho week wa have ascertained that there 
is no immediate cause for beef-eaters to 
be alarmed. They do not deny that 
the prices.) will advance, but say this has 
always been .the case during the Winter 
months, commencing generally with 
January. Much depends on the sever- 
ity of the weather and the condition of 
the ranges. The price for beeves on 
foot is now about 6 cents. In a short 
time it is expected to advance from 10 
to 11 cents. So far oar local butchers 
have experienced no difficulty in buying 
all the cattle they want for use at cur- 
rent rates. Sheep are plentiful, and 
the price of mutton will probably re- 
main stationary. Our leading butchers 
believe the present boom is caused more 
by a corner in beef, than in a diminu- 
tion of the supply. 
The large shippers 


are said to control the market, and they 
have created the erroneous impression 
that cattle are becoming scarce. It is 
asserted that the shipment of beeves 
will soon be confined to a few combina- 
tions on this coast. Large companies, 
it is stated, are forming to operate for 
complete control of the certain sections. 
One Eurckan is said to have joined a 
party of San Franciscans to organize a 
cattle range in the northern part of Cal- 
ifornia, to take in the entire surround 
ing region, and for this purpose has put 
$60,000 in the pool. This we learn 
from pretty good authority. When ihe 
meat interests, therefore, become so 
thoroughly concentrated, it is quite 
easy to bring about a boom. Nothing 
but an extreme surplus can break the 
price.
